N inety-five 
Americans and eight English priso ners, liberated fro m the filth o f a 
Men co ncentratio n camp, to day related the war's mo st grueso me 
r,.|t\s o f J apanese bestiality. 
They saw o ne m an beaten to death and seven die o f m alnutritio n. 
So me were spit o n in the streets o n fo rced marches thro ugh irate 
cro wds. 
Many were co m pelled to wear metal bits in their m o uths fo r 14 
ho urs at a time. 
Others were left with their hands tied behind them fo r 24 ho urs. 
A 21-year-o ld pilo t, Ens. Fred Turnbull, o f Highland. Park Mich , 
Uitnred after his carrier plane was sho t do wn o ver Fo rmo sa, said: 
I tried to die and m ade peace with my Go d." 
My capto rs tic*d my hands behind me. made me lie do wn and
